He 
is supposed to be responsible for Rus- 
sia-s defeat on the seas and the conse- 
quent destruction of the great Musco- 
wite navy by the Japanese. 

The sensationy| announcement was 
made shortly before midnight thai 
Afexis and Admiral Aveilen, head of 
the Russian admiralty department 
had resigned. fhis announcement 
was followed afew minutes later by 
an Imperiat rescript relieving , the 
Grand Duke of the supreme direction 
wf the navy, which he had@ held since 
the days of the Emperor’s father Al- 
exander IP., when Russia resolved to 
enter the lists as a first class sea 
power. Although from time to time 
since the war began there have been 
rumors that the Duke would retire on 
account of the savage critieigm lev- 
efled at him, especially regarding the 
«construction of ships, the announce- 
aent of bis resignation came like a 
Molt out of the blue.

P.. returmea this week from Peace 
River Grossing, where he was con-

Western Climate and Forestry 
Following is an extract from an 
article on ~The Climate of Manitoba 
and the Northwest Territories,” b6y 
R. F. Stupart, Director of ithe Do- 
minion Meteorological Survey : 

“In Manitoba the rainfall is greater 
than im apy portion of the Northwest 
Merritories. Lhe normal annual pre- 
cipitation for the Province is approxi- 
mately 22 inches, and the ‘May and 
August rainfall 11.5 inches; drought 
is therefore not much to be feared 
bere, Dut westward the danger in- 
creases. From Regina westward to 
Medicine Hat and northward to Sas- 
katoon there tre very few rainfall 
recorfs of over a few years, byt there 
S lair evidence that the average an- 
nal precipitation over this area no- 
where exceeds 15 inches, and at many 
points is less than that amount. By 
eference to the table it will ‘be seen 
that the records of eighteen years in- 
dicate an average rainfall of li 
_inches in Saskatchewan, and 12 inches 
in Alberta, which, with a snowfall of 
2Dout 55 inches, gives a total precipit- 
ation of 16 er 17 inches over ¢he larg- 
er part of Saskatchewan, and 17 or 
nches im Alberta. But it is to

be remembered that the seasonal pre- 
ipitation im the far west is very vari- 
ble. At Calgary in 1892, the total 
recipitation of the year was but 7.91 
nches, while fast year it was 34 
inches. For five years the rainfall 


has been ample in this region, but for 
many years prior to 1897, it was seani 
nd m several of the years irrigation 
ppeared mecessary for suctessful 
crops. We may fairly assume that 
there wili be p return to‘the dry icon- 


ditions, amd that the Government is

NORWEGIANS INSIST ON RECOG- 
NITION. 

Stockholm, June 14.—King Oscar in 
a tong ana vigorously worded letter 
to the president of the Norwegian 
Storthing, M. Berner, declares the as- 
eension oath of Norway’s king makes 
it tne King’s duty not ‘to pass over 
jn silence the pronouncement of ‘the 
Norwegian council of state on ‘the oc- 
easion of his majesty’s veto of the 
consular dui. The King maintains 
that he did not overstep his preroga- 
tives under the constitution. and says 
that consideration for the union im- 
poses on the King the duty of exer- 
cising his constitutional rights. 

“ine King of Norway,” his majesty 
adds, “must always bear in mind 
paragraph one, of the Norwegian con- 
stitution, which reads: “The kingdom 
ot Norway 1s free, autonomous, inde- 
pendent ana individable.” 

“{ think myself justified for de- 
manding the respect for the Nor- 
wegian King in prder to enable him 
to promoce the welfare of the coun- 
try according to his convictions are 
nO greater than those which must be 
reserved to the monarchy united with 
Sweden under one king.” 

After lengthily repudiating the dec- 
laration of the council of state that 
his veto was unconstitutional because 
no member of the~-council regarded 
himself us being in a position to 
coutersign ir. King Oscars regarded 
himself as being in a position ‘to coun- 
tersign it. Re proceeded: “One of the 
fundamental principles of the  con- 
stitution and a fact that is most im- 
portant is that Norway shall be a 
constitutionat monarchy. It is clear- 
jy incompatible therewith that the 
Kine should sink to the position of gx 
mere tool In the- hands of the state 
which would be jthe case if the refusal 
of the council of state io countersign 
any of the royal decisions could pre- 
vent them from coming into force, 
fhe King of Norway wouid be exclud- 
ed irom participating in the state ad- 
ministration. Such a situation would 
De as degrading to the monarch as 
harmful to Norway. 

“My endeavor has alw ays been to 
five Norway that place within the 
anion to which she can rightly lay 
cliim. * My royal duty to the union 
requires me to endeavor ‘to uphold 
its iezal basis, even w hen by so doing 
{ come ont an opposition to the Nor- 
Wecian national feeling. 

“Lhe act on which | took oath and 
which has regard for the welfare of 
the united peoples decided my action 
in tne consular question. but I here 
was met not only by the refusal of the 
Norwegian council of state to 
countersign the decision, ‘but 
Dy the resignation of its members, 
When I declined to accept their resig- 
nations, the council declared that any 
Norwegian who participated in carry- 
ing out my decision would at the next 
moment be without a fatherland. 

“The council, after attempting to 
Violate the constitution, and to rend- 
er void a decision of the King of Nor- 
way legally given, resigned office and 
the King or Nor was deprived of 

“The Storthine approved of this 
breach of the constitution, and by a 
revolutionary proc eding declared the 
hinge of Norw id ceased to reign 
and that the union of the two king- 
dooms was dissolved
